The position of the army of Grand 
Dnke Nicholas now is a matter of solic- 
itude as the occupation of Warsaw is 
believed to be a prelude to a greater 
purpose, that of enveloping the retreat-

forces. 


Retires to Bank of Vistula. 


Petrograd reports show 
the 
grand 
duke has retired to the bank of tlie 
Vistula both at Warsaw and Ivangorod, 
destroying the bridges at both points 
and contesting the 
German 
advance 
across the river. 


Back of the retiring Russians is the 
vast morass of Poland with few rail- 
ways 
and 
primitive 
roads, 
making 
virtually impossible a quick movement 
Df guns and supplies; while back 
of 
Warsaw the only fortress available a.«

Brest-Litovsk. 
Thus the Russians are

come of these events in Warsaw prob- 
ably will determine the political status 
of Poland during the war. 


What the Germans will do next In

a matter of much speculation. 


If the campaign against

sians is nor energetically pushed there 
is the possibility of the present vic- 
tories being undone, while if an of- 
fensive in the east is continued the 
Germans face the rigors and dangers of 
A winter campaign in Russia.

Ed Berry Confesses to His 
Crimes Before Hanging 
at Shawnee. 


Shawnee, Okla., Aug. 6.—Ed Berry, 
negro, charged with two cases of crim- 
inal assault and suspected in connec- 
tion with, ten others that have occurred 
here in the last three years, was taken 
from officers early today and hanged to 
a telephone pole at the scene of one of 
his alleged crimes. 


Berry was 
brought 
here 
for trial. 
When the train arrived and the deputy 
sheriff and his prisoner alighted, they 
were covered by revolvers m the hands 
of a dozen masked men. The officer wad 
disarmed. 
Ten .or twelve automobiles 
loaded with masked men then appeared 
and the negro was quickly conveyed to 
the Broad street bridge. 


When the rope was adjusted around 
Berry's neck he was questioned about 
the crimes and asked if he was guilty, 
in each instance he nodded his head af- 
firmatively. 
In every case the negro's 
victim was a whit« woman. 


Following the confesswn, the ^ negro 
was hanged in the presence of about 75 
men, all masked, after which the'crowd 
dispersed. . 


After daylight the body of the negro 
was cut down and removed to an under- 
taking establishment. 
An inquest will 
be held. 


Since July 11 Berry had been carried 
from one place to' another and finally 
lodged in the penitentiary at McAleater 
for safe keeping, it being feared, because 
of the general indignation over what 
was said to be the delay in bringing the 
negro to trial, that he would be lynch- 
ed.

Despite higher standards of ad- 
mission and graduation college enroll- 
ments are more than tripled since 1890. 
Benefactions to colleges and universitiea 
during the year totalled $26,670,017, an 
increase of about $2,000,000 over the 
year previous.

Berlin, Aug. 6.—The Russian fortress 
of Ivangorod, situated on the Vistula 
river, 45 miles southeast of Warsaw, 
was captured by the Teutonic armies 
today. 


ADMITTED BY RUSSIANS. 


Vienna, *Aug. 6.—The occupation of 
Ivangorod yesterday by Austro-German 
forces is announced in an ofiicial tele- 
gram from the front. 


The evacuation 
of 
Ivangorod appar- 
ently was admitted last night by Petro- 
grad in an ofiicial statement which aaid: 
"In the Ivangorod district the Russians 
have crossed to the right bank of the 
Vistula, blowing up the bridges behind 
them." A statement issued later in the 
night explained that the Ivangorod forts 
were not properly constructed for mo«t- 
ern warfare. 
This statement was made 
in reply to the Austrian claim that a 
great 
victory was achieved in Ivan- 
gorod's captui-e. It further stated that 
all the provisions 
in 
the 
city were 
"methodically" removed, after which the 
Russian 
rear guard blew up the con- 
crete bases supporting the brick* case- 
ments of 
the 
forts, 
destroying 
the 
bridges and crossed the river. 


BERLIN IS REJOICING. 


Capitulation of Ivangorod Adds to Ger- 
man Capital's Delight. 


Berlin, Aug. 6.—The ' Berlin morning 
newspapers today publish no additional 
details whatever concerning the fighting 
which preceded the fall oi the Russian 
fortresses of "Warsaw and Ivangorod. 


Warsaw's fall had been discounted in 
advance and the news evoked no dem- 
onstration in the capital. When the re- 
port of the capitulation of Ivangorod 
came, however, impromptu 
procédions 
were formed in the Tinter den Linden. 
One considerable body marched before 
the palace of Cr^wn Prince Frederick 
William last eveniqg and the crowds 
were 
addressed 
by 
extemporaneous 
speakers. 


The Lokal Anzeiger says: 
"This un- 
fortunately is not the end of the con- 
flict, but it is a new promise that our 
cause marches on." 


LANDMARK IN THE WAR. 


British Press Discusses Big German Vic- 
tofy at Warsaw. 


the German advance far more costly 
than the German leaders believed possi- 
ble and the German timetable again i a s 
been upset by a series of expensive de- 
lays. 
The triumph of today may prove 
the serious entanglement of tomorrow 
and Germany will not be able to under- 
take any great serious effort elsewhere 
for some time to come." 


"That the Russians in sore extremi- 
ties have been waiting with tlve most 
intense expectation news of some move 
on the part of the allies in the west to 
relieve the relentless pressure is per- 
fectly natural under the circumstances," 
comments the Post. 
"If 
the 
circum- 
stances had been reversed and had it 
been the Franco-British front the Ger- 
mans were pressing, we may be pretty 
sure public, opinion in the western coun- 
tries would have been calling urgently 
enough for prompt action on the part of 
Russia to relieve the strain. 


"All things considered, the Russian 
public has been wonderfully patient and 
uncomplaining in the circumstances but 
there nevertheless are signs that the 
Russians are not satisfied with the share 
taken by the allies in the campaign." 


The Chronicle says in an editorial: 
"It must be conceded irankiy that as a 
military operation thb combined move- 
ment of the German armies on the east- 
ern front in the past month seems likely 
to rank very high in the history of war- 
fare. In scale it was the biggegt thing 
ever attempted and considering the dis- 
tances and the natural obstacles to he 
surmoimted its rapid progress was very 
remarkable." 


The Chronicle thinks Russia's strategy 
eventually will be ranked high as car- 
ried out in the fact of a tactically su- 
perior enemy. 


The Standard declares 
the 
fall of 
Warsaw, while likely to prolong the 
war, is not likely to have a permanent 
influence on the coiu-se of events. Speak- 
ing of the enormous sacrifices of the 
German allies it says: 
"Lo^t legions 
cannot be replaced and meanwhile there 
is formidable work for the survivors. 
Unless a real decision is obtained by

Chicairo, Aug. 6.—Although Catherine 
Barker, who recently was wedded to 
Howard Spaulding, jr., was possessed of 
an estate said to approximate $30,000,- 
000, her husband cannot collect one cent 
of the income, it became known today, 
when a trust deed of the estate of tlie 
late car manufacturer was filed in tlie 
probate court of Cook county. 


The deed provides that the heiress 
shall receive .?60,000 a year until she is 
21 years old. 
Then slie is to receivc 
$150,000 a year until she is 26 years old.

It also provides that

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Accepting the New Law 


The new Indiana workmen's compensation law, which,goes into 
jeffeet on September-1, contains the provision that employers who 
do not wish to comei under its operation must give notice to that ef- 
fect at least thirty days prior to the date the law becomes ef- 
fective. Out of the thousands of employes in the state, but 224 
have served the required notice and elected to assume responsibility 
along this line as in former years. Included in the number which 
have declined to com« under the law are the Fort "Wayne and North- 
ern Indiana Traction company as well as most of the other trolley 
and rail transportation companies doing business in Indiana, these 
holding that they prefer to have the practicability of the law tested 
^before they accept the- new plan. Once under it, there is no recourse, 
but its provisions may be accepted at any time. 
x 


The thirt^^ days time limit has now expired, so that the law will 
^pply to all employer^ in the industrial field in Indiana save the 224, 
;who will wait to see iiow it "works." 
To a large extent the 
law is experimeaital, but the Indiana statute has been framed along 
lines that have proven the most acceptable in other states which 
have provided workmen's compensation. It is gratifying that so few 
concerns have elected to remain outside the provisions of the act, for 
the general unanimity with which it has been accepted will afford a^ 
thorough test of its efficacy and its fairness in providing adequate' 
protection to employe and employer alike. In a sense the machinery 
is cumbersome, and time js going to be required to get it working 
Bmoothly. Doubtless defects will be found, but it should soon he 
very clear that the legislature has either bungled or has given both 
labor and capital a statute that will remove occasion for bitter con- 
tention and expensive litigation. 


That the United States is making a good showing in its big job 
bf feeding the rest of the world while it fights is disclosed in figures 
just given out at Washington revealiing something like $400,000,000 
Increase in food exports for the fiscal year ending June 30. But at 
the same time, exports of cotton showed a falling off amounting to 
1235,000,000. The figures on foodstuffs fail as an accurate measure 
of the business volume, however, when it is recalled that a portion 
of the advance represents not quantity but higher prevailing prices. 
.This is especially the case with breadstuffs, cottonseed oil, live food 
animals, meat and dairy products. Exports of oats leaped to more 
than eighty times above those of the previous year, while canned 
beef increased more than twenty-four to one, and fresh beef twenty- 
m e n to one. 


" The newly-organized Indiana Law Enforcement and Reform 
Lea^e, recently organized at Indianapolis with the backing of the 
Brewers' association, has been making an investigation and declaifes 
that dens of vice are flourishing in Indianapolis, and that it proposes 
to begin prosecutions.

DIVERSIFIED FARM 


CROPS IN INDIANA. 


^ (Indianapolis Star.) 


Eight Indiana co(inties produced sugar 
beets worth $171,251 in 1914, and the 
acreage sown in beets this year is more 
than doubled. A reduction factory in 
Adams county disbursed $213,461 for 
beets to farmers of Indiana and Ohio 
last year. Its production of sugar was 
4.602 tons. 


Lake county has 2,214 acres under 
cultivation this year, with 479 
beet 
growers. 
Other counties in the north- 
ern part of the state where the grow- 
ing of beets has been undertaken suc- 
cessfully show a proportionate increase 
in acreage, and prove that the sugar 
beet has passed beyond an experimental 
t:rop. 


It remains to be seen what' influence 
the European war, and the suspension 
of Germany's growth and exports, will 
haA'e toward making the sugar beet a 
permanent and profitable article of ag- 
rlevilture in the central states where 
soil and climatic conditions are suit- 
able to it. 


The experience in northern Indiana is 
eplightening in another way. It speaks 
volumes for the progress of the scien- 
tific spirit in Indiana farming. A de- 
tailed analysis and comparison of the 
state's farm products throughout ten 
years will disclose greater diversifica- 
tion and higher yields, weather and un- 
controllable factors considered, than in 
any preceding decade. 


The northern counties predominate in 
intensive agriculture, but the movement 
is sweeping southward. Systematic and 
profitable fruit culture has been under- 
taken in a number of southern coun 
ties, Indiana watermelons and canta- 
loupes are eagerly sought in all the 
Inrge produce n^arkets, and soon tlie 
tiilers of the southern counties 
will 
find ways to utilize the more barren 
spots and bring up the value of the 
state's production by the acre.

LESSON FOR AUGUST 8 


THE KINGDOM TORN ASUNDER. 


LÍESSON TEXT—I Kings 12:6-16. 
; ^ L D E N 
TEXT—Pride goeth before 
lestruction, and a haughty spirit before^ 
fc fall. Prov. 16:18, 


K Solomon's kingdom though outward- 
ly 
magnificent 
contained 
within it 
those germs of oppression, formal re- 
kigious observances and the lax ex- 
ample of an indulgent monarch which 
jspeedily led to its disruption after his 
Ifleath. Forty years Solomon reigned, 
!but the latter end of his life was none 
Itoo peaceful. "He loved many strange 
jwromen" and "his heart was not per- 
fect with the Lord his God" (11:1, 4). 
Rezon was his "adversary" 
(11:25) 
^nd Jeroboam whom he at first sought 
to conciliate 
(11:26-28) was 
finally 
¡driven from the land (v. 40). 
Chapter 
televen contains the prophecy of which 
this lesson is the fulfillment. "And 
Hehoboam, his son, reigned In his 
Btead" (11:43). 
' I. The Convention at Shechem, w . 
!l-5. This place has an Important his- 
tory beginning in the days of Abraham 
and Jacob. It was a city of the Levites 
and the place where Joshua gave his 
final charge (Josh, 24:1, 25). Abime- 
lech déstroyed it though it was soon 
irebuilt. 
Here Israel gathered to con- 
firm Solomon's son upon the throne. 
Jerusalem and Judea readily accepted 
Rehoboam as king, but the ten tribes 
hesitated and, according to one trans- 
lation there was a year's delay during 
which time Jeroboam was sent for and 
|jertain reforms were formulated (v 2). 
Their charges were entirely selfish 
tad made no reference to the rights of 
Tehovah 
nor offered 
any 
protest 
igainst the increasing idolatry. Be- 
fore allegiance was sworn Jeroboam 
IS spokesman presented these reforms 
ÍV. 4) and Rehoboam wisely asked for 
lime to consider the request (v. 5). 


II. Good 
Counsel 
Neglected, vv. 
6-12. Rehoboam came of bad stock 
ich. 14:21), yet his first ^tep was a 
«rise one. His name means "Enlarger 
>f the people," but he sadly belied the 
iame. Too long had he lived in the 
atmosphere of luxury and enervation. 
The northern tribes suffered greatly 
through taxation and shared none of 
the prosperity of Jerusalem. Solomon's 
>oke," like that of every earthly mon- 
arch, had been heavy (Matt, 11:29, 30). 
The counsel of the old men was good 
(v. 7), it was kingly, manly. 


Jesus tells us that the greatest must 
V the servant of all and sets us the 
teample 
himself (Matt. 20:28). Reho- 
boam next consulted those of his own 
Dircle.who "were grown up with him," 
men of like position and passions, 
youths as inexperienced as himself 
who had no sympathy but were wild, 
conceited, overbearing, selfish. Reho- 
boam asked "advice" (v. 6) of the old 
men, but asked for "counsel" (v. 9) of 
the young men, but in neither case is 
there any suggestion that God was 
ionsulted (James 1:5). These young 
Inen counseled a boasting and burden- 
some course which brought Rehoboam 
^o grief. 
Oppression always results 
^ rebellion, a fact that those who gov- 
iem or employ others should ponder 
Well. Rehoboam's choice of counselors 
¡and his consequent course of action 
fwas the height of foolishness (Prov. 
18:20). 


' in. Bad Counsel 
Confirmed, 
w . 


12-14. Jeroboam's subsequent career 
confirms us in believing that he more 
than ail others encouraged and fos- 
tered the division of the kingdom. But 
he and the proud, foolish princeling 
Tvere both only carrying out the word 
and will of Jehovah (v, 15; Ps. 76:10). 
This does not, however, lessen his 
guilt or folly (Acts 2:23). Not content 
with declaring his acceptance of the 
evil counsel he spoke "roughly" (v. 
13) and this verse suggests to us that 
"the old men's counsel" was known to 
the people, thereby aggravating his 
[offense. "Whom God wishes to destroy 
he first makes mad." Rough words 
wound or madden and, "by using soft 
words yoii may lead an elephant by a 
hair." 
Not content to refuse Reho- 
boam threatens added burdens (v. 14). 


IV. Conclusion. 
God turned 
away 
the kingdom from Solomon's house be- 
cause Solomon had turned away from 
God (ch. 11:9-11, 31, 33). A true 
prophet foretold what would happen, 
¡the "cause was from the Lord that he 
imlght perform his saying" (v. 15, cf. 
111:31, 32). God Is constantly and llt- 
jerally fulfilling prophecy. Those which 
Ihave been so fully and so minutely ful- 
filled are a warrant that in. due time 
¡all will likewise "come to ^fcss." Re- 
hoboam is a lesson to the young men 
of today. 


Rehoboam is also a lesson for pres- 
ent day fathers. 


Finally Rehoboam is a lesson to all 
^ o are set in authority. To close our 
ears to the cry of the needy; to forget 
our obligations to God and to men 
(Matt. 25), and to fail to see God's pur- 
poses, prophecies and plans, inevitably 
/courts disaster. 
r The coming king of kings who In ful- 
fflllment of prophecy did come, and 
[«frill come again, has a yoke for his 
jsubjects "which is easy." His finger 
Cv. 10) and hands were used in loving 
binlstries and the only chastisement 
((V..11) he ever permits is that which 
proves us to be "sons," not slaves 
iHeb. 12:6-11).

vania on •'Factors AflFecting Longevity." 


"We've found out how to control in^ 
fectious diseases to a great degree," Dr. 
Musser said, "and the problem now is 
how to combat what are 
known 
to 
medical science as degenerative diseases. 
Through vaccination, typhoid is losing 
its grip on the human race—there have 
been only three typhoid cases in the 
United States army for 
two 
years. 
Pneumonia and tuberculosis are bemg 
robbed of their terrors through medical 
skill. 


"The trend of medical science within 
the next few years," he continued, "is 
going to be toward 
finding 
out 
how 
people live and wliat they do."

'wet weather is playing havoc with the 
.cropa in certain places and doing dam- 
age in others. 
This report is not gotten 
out for the benefit of speculators; it is 
a plain' statement of facts concerning 
the crop, conditions and can be relied 
upon. 
Mr. Maxwell takes each state or 
Tberritory separately, his report in sub- 
stance being as follows: 


Missouri—Heavy rains except between 
St. Charles and Moberly. 
On the latter 
portion of the line, wheat threshing is 
progressing rapidly; on the other see- 
ticM, no threshing is done on account 
pf rain and wheat is sprouting In shocks 
rsome places and when threshed will be 
of poor grade and yield about ten bush- 
els to 'the acre. Oats are being threshed 
between St. Charles andMoberley; else- 
where rains have delayed cutting nnd 
very little threshing has 
been 
done; 
' iome farmers are-cutting with mower 
and stacking for feed, fields too wet for 
leapers. 
Corn on high lands is good; 
that on low lands poor on account of 
raiiii 
Hay has been cut in some locali- 
ties and ill others cutting is delayed l)y 
rain; crop good. 


Iowa;—Heavy rains make wiicat liar- 
vesting difficult; none stacked; estimate 
of amount in shock ranges from 50 to 
80 per cent. 
Oats cutting is delayed by 
rains and is damaged by the wet; yield 
reduced on account of loss from over- 
ripe and beaten down by Avind and rain; 
Bome reports of growing in shock. Corn 
doing well, but most of it considered 
two' weeks late. 
Pastures fine. 


Illinois—Wheat is being threshed as 
fast as weather will permit; all tlireshod 
between Decatur and Edwardsville and 
fairly góod. 
Oats harvest and thresh- 
ing being delayed by rain; some fields 
wSl not be cut on 
account 
of being 
down badly and wet; yield heavy. 
The 
prospects are good for a record crop of 
corn; apples good and pasture."* fine. 


Indiana, Ohio and IHiichigan—Xo pro- 
p-ess in wheat threshing on account of 
wet weather; some reports of sprout- 
ing; crop will be 15 to 20 per cent short 
and grade probably low. 
The corn will 
be a, heavy crop; not much damage in 
iow grounds. 
Hay is good in Indiana 
and Ohio, but poor in Michigan.

"Possibl^y because they have the dis- 
eases whicli affect all large manufac- 
turers most," he answered, "and pos- 
sibly because they are the ones that 
we can reach through our own physi- 
cians and nurses easiest. 
If there 
is 
sickness in any of our 15,000 families 
in Detroit the husband generally calls 
his own physician. 
How'ever, he would 
certainly not think of asking his physi- 
cian to treat him for a taste for alco- 
hol or drugs, and it is there where we 
can step in and help him." 


Right here I learned something about 
Henry Ford. 
He is a pronounced iiidi- 
viduali.st. 
He likes people, not the peo- 
ple. 
He is interested in humans more 
than humanity. 
He is the kind of a 
man thiit believes the individual must 
be helped now. 


All the people about 
Henry 
Ford, 
v/hen speaking of his projects and planj, 
aay: "Every man in the Ford shop gets 
$5 a day."' Mr. Ford says, "Each man 
gets $5 a day." 
And that is the diflPer- 
ence between Henry Ford and the great 
average of our sociological workers and 
propagandists. 
' 


He ia almost Tolstoian in his sim- 
plicity of thought and manner. 


"I am going to turn you over to Dr. 
Eisman," he said. 
"He is the man who 
will h.Tvc charge of the alcoholic and 
'dope' departments of the hospital." 


I found Dr. 
Eisman 
a 
keen-eyed 
young man—I imagine that most of the 
nien near Henry Ford, in business ca- 
pacities. are under forty—with all the 
enthusiasm and energy of youth. 


In answer to my question he answer- 
ed, "No, we have no secret formula b,y 
which to treat alcoholic or drug addic- 
tcrs. 
We will treat them by the Town 
method, whicli has been given to the 
medical fraternity. 


"The first thine that we shall do will 
be to clear up their Hvera and fortify 
tlxir hearts, and in that way minister 
to their minds."

^Ir. Ford would not subscribe to my 
ideas in this matter.

The ripping up of sewers and 
the destruction of the sanitary system 
throughout the entire length of the dam- 
aged area, caused the engineers to bend 
their first eflforts in that direction, while 
inoculation against typhoid was carried 
on with the assistance of the city health 
authorities. 
The mud left by the re- 
ceding waters varies in depth from five 
inches to three feet. 


The Erie real estate board has com- 
pleted the list of vacant houses that 
will be placed at the disposal of per- 
sons who lost their homes. Other char- 
itable committees collected bedding and 
cooking utensils, and it was said that 
before night several hundred of desti- 
tute would be comfortably housed. 


Ten funerals were scheduled for to- 
day, and a number for tomorrow.

of the fifteen persons reported missing 
have been located, and their names tak- 
en from Coroner Hanley's list.

Sheriff Hodge, Who Be- 


lieves in Giving "Down 


and Outer'' a Chance. 


Seattle, 
Wash., Aug. 6.—Joseph F . 
Fiehman, prison inspector for the de- 
partment of justice, has found himself 
the center of a maelstrom of protest 
since he appeared here to investigate 
so-called loose methods of dealing with 
tederal prisoners in the country jail, in 
custody of Sheriff Bob Hodge. 


Hodge ran for governor in 1912 on 
the 
progressive ticket. 
He is a coal 
miner, self-educated, and self-made big 
factor in politics. 
He is champion of 
the under dog and prison reform. 


His 
honor system is renowned and 
•ras the special point of attack of In- 
epector 
Fishman, 
who 
threatened 
Hodge's arrest for contempt of federal 
court because Edward Phillips, a fed- 
eial prisoner, had been allowed to leave 
the jail without a guard on his promise 
to return. 


As a result of Fishman's 
investiga- 
tion, United States 
Attorney (ieneral 
Gregory has ordered 
federal 
prisoners 
removed from the custody of Hodse. 


Fishman 
foimd 
himself "in DutHi" 
within twenty-four hours. 
The public 
resented his attack on Hodge, pointing 
to the latter's record of six years in 
cfficc without the loss of a single honor 
prisonei-. 


Honor prisoners go and come about 
the county jail almost at will. 
They 
run errands downtown for the sheTifT. 
drive his automobiles, go to 
picture 
shows alone. 
Many of them hnve car- 
ried their own commitment papers td 
the state penitentiary and given thom- 
seives over to the warden to serve long 
terms. 


Neil lyrcKinnon. "sent up"' for a year 
for robbing a saloon cash register, ¡lis- 
appeared from the county jail nnd a 
day later bobbed up at tlu> penitentiary 
asking to be.let inside the gate, l.ater 
rncther man confesserl that 
MfKinnon 
v/as sentenced for a crime he did not 
Commit. 


A prisoner was sentenced to twenty- 
•Hvc years. 
Before lie left for "Walla 
AYalJa, Sheriff Hodge was asked if a 
ncAvspaper photographer might take the

right down."' 


And half an hour later the prisoner 
Prrived at the newspaper ofRce, smiling 
*'and without an escort.

"The contrast

"Had 1 been tempted to escape, your 
tn.st would have been a more effective 
barrier than all kinds of bolts and bars. 
It luis demonstrated to me in a wav 
nothing else could that the best way 
to reform a man is by trusting him. 


"You can have no idea what a dif- 
ference it makes to a man in custody 
to have a 
broad-gauged, 
fair-minded 
man in charge of 
him, instead of a 
brute who arouses only his brute na- 
ture." 


"There are peace 
officers 
who be- 
lieve in treating 
a 
prisoner," 
says 
l-Iodge, "like a 'dog—third degree meth- 
ods and all that—but they 
don't get 
that kind of treatment in my custody. 


"In six years I have 
never had a 
prisoner break his word to me. and I 
liave given them all sorts of liberties. 
It makes men of them to put them on 
tlicir honor, but nobody ei'er did a man 
iir.y good by kicking him around like a 
rur.''

DISEASE IN N E W YORK. 


Twenty-Eight 
Cases of 
Foot 
Trouble 
Under Treatment. 


New York, Aug. 6.—A new fobt dis- 
ease, known as endarteritis obliterans, 
has n ^ e its appearance in New York, 
and twenty-eight cases of it are under 
treatment in the hospital for deformi- 
ties and joint diseases. 
The disease, 
physicians said today, is frequently mis- 
taken for rheumatism or gout. 
It is be- 
lieved to have come here from Russian 
Poland and parts of, Austria, virtually 
the only countries where it has become 
common. 


The disease is characterized by the 
cutting off of the blood supply by a 
fibrous exudate in the veins.

Thousands Expected to At- 
tend Conference Open- 
ing August 12. 


GobLu, Ind., Aug. 6.-Beginning Aug- 
ust- 12 and ending August 22, several 
thousand Mennonites will meet seven 
miles from this city in general confer- 
ence. 
There will be representatives of 
the church from all parts of America, 
ar,d it is possible that despite the war 
there will be delegates from European 
countries. Some of the most prominent 
preachers and bishops will be in attend- 
ance, and it is probable some action will 
be taken on the situation in Europe. 


Although the Mennonite church is one 
of the largest and wealthiest as to in- 
dividual members, little is known about 
it because the cluirch shrinks from pub- 
licity and what it says and does is con- 
fined mostly in the hearts of the mem- 
bers. These are the followers of Menno 
Simons, a Dutch reformer, who was 
born in the vilhige of 
^^'llitmarsum, 
about 1496. and who died in 1561. He 
was contemporary w t h Luther, Zwing- 
li, Melanchthon, Bucer, Bullinger, Cal- 
vin and others, but he is not so well 
known as those named, although his 
great work lives after him. 


Became Bishop in 1537. 


The old Evangelical 
Baptists who 
strongly 
opposed every kind of war- 
fare, called on Menno Simons in 1537 
and that year he became their bishop. 
TTis unquestioned piety and sincerity, 
together with his eloquence, 
swayed 
riiultitudea and many thousands enlist- 
ed in the causp. 
Being a learned man, 
hf accomplished a vast amount of good, 
the effect of which is felt in IMcnnonite 
circles today. 


Menno Simons was bitterly persecut- 
erl, and the persecution of the Mennon- 
iies was continued long after his death. 
They were compelled to flee from one 
country to anotiier. Some went to Rus- 
sia, others to Prussia, Poland, Holland, 
Denmark, and still others came to Amer- 
ica. There is scarcely a Jlennonite fam- 
ily in America whicli cannot be traced 
to somi- ancestor burned to death for 
his faith. Three thousand of them suf- 
fered martyrdom in Subia, Bavaria, Aus- 
tria and the Tyrol. Six thousand were 
killed imder the rule of Phillip II of 
S].ain. There were nearly as many mar- 
tyrs among the Mennonites in the city 
of Antwerp alone as there were Protes- 
tants burned to death in England dur- 
ing tlie whole reign of Mary, 
Menno 
himself went about with a price on his 
head. 
The extreme severitj^ 
of the 
Swiss Protestants against the Mennon- 
ites sent a chill of horror through all 
Holland and drew a protest from the 
burgomasters and lords of Rotterdam, 


Beliefs and Practices. 
The Mennonites do not parade their 


doctrine and their form of r®li«iwiÉ.^oi- 
ship is fre« from every «emblaiice of 
ostentation: They belii^ye thât; the doc- 
trine of Christ forbids the reaentment 
of wrongs and the showing o^ any spirit 
of revenge. 
Thev believe their mission 
to be one that wiU redound to the bene- 
fit of all men. They 
never 
turn ä 
stranger from the door, hul they do not 
give alms to be seen of men. If an en- 
emy comes to them in distress they help 
him. 


The Mennonites adhere to the doctrine 
that two believers in the same faith 
should many and there are not many 
marriages among 
them 
outside their 
church. 
They believe in doing all the 
good they can, but in a quiet way. The 
Mennonites do liot 
believe 
in infant 
baptism. 


Fugal and Thrifty. 


The Mennonites are distinguished by 
their plainness in dress and economy in 
their domestic arrangements; for their 
fugality, thrift and hospitality. 
They 
suffer none of their members to bccom.i 
a public 
charge. . Bishops, 
elders and 
ministerial deacons are usualfy chosen 
by casting lots, and in general their 
pastors accept no stipulated salaries for 
preaching the gospel or for attending to 
the functions of their office. 


On March 4, 1681, Charles Tl, of Enc;- 
land, granted to William Penn a great 
tract of land in the new world. Part of 
this land was deeded by Penn to leaders 
of the Mennonite church, and on Oc- 
tober 6, 168.3, the first of the Mennonites 
reached 
Philadelphia. 
In

The first Mennonite 
settlement was at 
Gerniantown, Pn.. 
and in that place are the archives and 
records of the early church. 


In the early days of the Mennonites in 
America, the women 
went to their 
cl'urches generally in short gowns and 
petticoats, with check or Avhitc flaxen 
aprons. The young men shaved smooth 
and wore Avhite caps; in summer they 
went without caps or shoes and wore 
striped homespun trousers. The old men 
wore wigs. They used no wagons in go- 
ing to market, but the women 
rode 
horseback with two panniers slung on 
each side. The womert, too, carricd bas- 
kets on their heads, 
and the men 
wheeled 
wheelbarrows—six 
miles to 
market. 


Rode Together on Horseback. 


Man and wife rode to church, funerals 
and on visits on one horse. The ^-"man 
setting on a pillion behind the ! .# .

bandits and hard fighting might be ex- 
pected. 


The eastern man did not flinch. 
He 
oiled his revolver for the fray. 
The 
other officers carried si.x-shooters and 
assumed as much of a wild western 
air as possible. 


But the bootlegger did not come. Then 
it was decided the trip should not be 
wasted and several of the officers crept 
i»M'ay in the darkness. They came down 
the road in a short time, stamping the 
ground to imitate the tread of horses, 
and many shots were fired while they 
were just out of sight. 


Detective Kerns stood his ground and 
emptied his small revolver in the direc- 
tion the others were shooting, but when 
they went to look for the dead bandits 
they were not to be found. 
The offi- 
cers then returned to the city and on 
the way a jackrabbit ran into the road 
ahead of the motors. The 
headlight 
showed him plainly. Just ahead of the 


lead car, in the front seat of which 
Kerns was riding. 


The race lasted for more than a mile 
and Kerns was invited to shoot the flee- 
ing jack.

Butler, Mo., is Greatly Ben- 


efitted Since It Went 


Butler, Mo., Aug. 5.—The old argu- 
ment that "a dry town is a dead town" 
is refuted by the history of Butler since 
the adoption of the local option law and 
the shutting up of its four saloons, now 
nearly eight years ago. The people of 
Butler voted out the saloons December 
in, 1007, and it is a well established 
fact that the town has since been bet- 
ter in every way—morally, 
financially 
and physically. 


Up to the beginning of 1007 Butler 
had gone along like most of the county 


seat towns in Missouri, tolerating the 
saloons under the idea that they were 
contributing to the payment of taxes 
and the support of the city government. 
That spring a few men, a little bolder 
and more outspoken than their neigh- 
bors, began quietly to agitate the ques- 
tion of getting rid of the four saloons. 
They were told it was an impossibility; 
that the town needed tlie 
"revenue," 
and if the saloons were voted out busi- 
ness would leaA'e here and seek other 
towns where there were saloons. 


At the election, December 19, 1907, a 
majority of 162 was returned against 
saloons. 
The last saloon went out of 
busines.s early in 190S. 


At once the "knockers" got busy and 
predicted the ruin of business—"grass 
would grow in the streets and the trade 
coming here from the south and east 
would all go to Rich Hill and other 
towns." 
But it did not; it is still com- 
ing to Butler. The business rooms oc- 
cupied by the saloons were soon filled 
by other lines of business.

Somebody has employed a few teachers 
to supervise home project work during 
the summer and for that reason has 
made himself the foremost leader in ru- 
ral education in the United States. 
At 
a national meeting recently a man who 
had employed foiu- club supervisop for 
the summer made the statement in his 
address that he knew of no other com- 
munity in the United States that had 
taken this for^ward step. 
As a matter 
of fact home project supervisors are 
being employed and for several years 
have been employed in all sections of 
the United States. 


Indiana has not lagged behind in this 
movement. 
Z. M. Smith, 
in 
direct 
charge of state supervision of agricul- 
tural work, has emphasized constantly 
the supreme necessity of employing ag- 
ricultural teachers for twelve months in 
the year. 
Children are not kept in the 
school room during the summer vaca- 
tion period, but are engaged in carry- 
ing on practical problem work at home 
in connection with their regular farm 
and household duties. 
This 
summer 
641 boys and girls in Indiana are en- 
rolled for definite projects under the 
direct supervision of twenty-one 
paid 
teachers who visit these pupils at their 
homes at regular and frequent inter- 
vals.

required to keep daily records of time 
spent on their projects and of items of 
cost and income. 


Throughout the summer these twen- 
ty-one teachers have made weekly re- 
ports to the state supervisor of agri- 
cultural education, telling how each day 
was spent, the number of visits made, 
the time spent in visiting and the num- 
ber of miles traveled. 


A great deal of interesting and valu- 
able data has been obtained. 
One club 
girl, who is a member of a large fam- 
ily, and whose father is a day laborer, 
has baked the bread for the family this 
summer. 
Her records which give the 
iutual cost of material, time, fuel, etc., 
show that the family bread bill has 
been reduced to one-half what it was 
when the bread was purchased at the 
bakery. 
Besides, the girl's interest in 
the home has increased beyond all cal- 
culation. 


One boy who has been accustomed to 
spend his summers as clerk in a gro- 
cery store has- made, this early in the 
season, more profit from his 
garden 
than he has realized as grocery clerk 
during any given summer. 
Another im- 
portant fact in connection with 
this 
boy's experience is that his health has 
been poor, but is showing rapid im- 
provement as a result of his outdoor 
work this summer. 
Another boy who 
has heretofore been following the oc- 
cupation 
(idluig on the 
streets) 
of 
thousands of town and city boys, has 
this summer cultivated a large garden 
from which the needy family has beein 
fully sxipplied with vegetables. 
He is 
the only member of the family (includ- 
ing both father and mother) that has 
shown a disposition to engage in pro- 
ductive employment of any kind. 


A mother and her 
daughter 
were 
agreeably surprised when they learn- 
ed from the girl's experience that 
a 
dress of better material could be made 
by the girl than could be purchased 
at the store at the same cost, and that 
a home-made dress of the same ma- 
terial costs a great deal less than one 
bought ready-made. 


So the last and number of interest- 
ing experiences could be extended over 
corn growing, canning, poultry and pig 
raising, dairy cow testing, and market- 
ing projects. 
But these experiences and 
data as to actual financial results can 
better be told in the coming 
fall 
or 
earlv winter.

Forty years Solomon reigned, 
but the latter end of his life was none 
too peaceful. "He loved many strange 
[women" and "his heart was not per- 
fect with the Lord his God" (11:1, 4). 
Rezon was his "adversary" (11:25) 
tnd Jeroboam whom he at first sought 
to conciliate (11:26-28) -was finally 
Driven from the land (v. 40). Chapter 
eleven, contains the prophecy of which 
this lesson is the fulfillment.

' I. The Convention at Shechem, w.

This place has an important his 


tory beginning in the days of Abraham 
and Jacob. It was a city ot the Levltei 
and the place where Joshua gave his 
final charge (Josh, 24:1, 25).

lech destroyed it though it wa& soon 
rebuilt. Here Israel gathered to con- 
firm Solomon's son upon tho throne. 
Jerusalem and Judea readily accepted 
Rehoboam as king, but the ten tribes 
hesitated.and, according to one trans- 
lation there was a year's delay during 
which time Jeroboam was sent for and 
pertain reforms were formulated (v 2).

Solomon's 
"yoke." like that of every earthly mon- 
arch, had been heavy (Matt, 11:29, 30).

Jesus tells us that tho sreatest must

fcample himself (Matt. 20:28). Keho- 
boam next consulted those of his o\vn 
circle who "were grown up with him," 
men of like position and passions, 
rouths as Inexperienced as himself 
who had no syr»p«.thy but were wild, 
conceited, overbearing, selfish. Rcho- j 
boam asked "advice" (v. 6) ot the old 
men, but asked for "counsel" (v. 9) of

BAMS Affi fill OUT 


Butler, Mo., is Greatly Ben- 


efited Since It Went 


"Dry." 


Butler, Mo., Aug. 5.—-The. old argu- 


ment tlmt ":i dry town is a dead town" 
is refuted by tlie history of Bntlcr since 
the adoption of the local option law and 
the shutting up of its four saloons, now 
iH-arly eijjlit. years ago. The people oi 
T.iitleV voted out the saloons V)cccmbci 
Hi. U'OT. and it ia a well established 
fact thai, the town has since been bet- 
ter in every way—morally, financially 
r.nd physically. 


Up to the beginning of 1007 Butler 


had •;one along like most nf the county 


scat towns in Missouri, tolerating the 
saloons under the idea that they were 
ci-ntributing to the payment of taxes 
r.nd the support of the city government. 
That spring n few men, a little bolder 
and more outspoken than their neigh- 
bors, began quietly to agitate the ques- 
tion of getting rid of the four saloons. 
They were told it was an impossibility^; 
that the town needed the 
"revenue, 


ai,d if the saloons were voted out busi- 
ness would leave here and seek other 
towns where, there were saloons. 


At the election. December 19, 1007, a 


majority of 102 w-as returned against 
saloons." The last saloon went out of 
business early in lOOR. 


At once the "knockers'* got busy and 


predicted the ruin of business—"grass 
would grow in the streets and the trade 
coming here from the south and east 
would all go to Rich Hill and other 
towns." Hut it did not; it is still com- 
ii:i- to ftutler. The business rooms oc- 
cupied by the saloons were soon filled 
bv other lines of business.
